This and the ten percent tax en 
Mah Jongg sets costing more than 
five dollars are the only new taxes 
carried by the bill The taxes are 
levied, on the manufacturers. The 
radio tax, Chairman Smoot declar­ 
ed, would not result in an increase 
un the price of the sets and parts 
to the consumer. 
Just which parts will be taxed 
will be left to the jurisdiction of 
the internal revenue bureau as in 
the case of the tax on automobile 
parts, Mr. Smoot said. He figured 
they would net about $1 0 ,0 0 0 , 0 0 0 
pointing out, however, that no ac­ 
curate estimate was now available. 
Practically all of the rate sched­ 
ules now have been agreed upon.

and American rights in Turkey for 
the Chester oil concession. 
“I will put to Secretary Hughes 
two pertinent questions,” Mr. Ger­ 
ard said. 
“Why did he take so active and 
vigorous a part in behalf of the 
Chester oil concession, even at tho 
risk of forcing resumption of hos­ 
tilities, and why does he now deny 
that he has had anything to do with 
it? 
“Why did he request 
General 
Geothals to accept the presidency 
of the Chester/ commisjion and in 
what capacity did he direct the re­ 
organization of the commission? 
“Secretary Hughes made a hur­ 
ried and inglorious retreat from the 
position which he took in December 
1922.

The vote on the convention was 
609 to 448 against the committee’s 
recommendation.

Babylonian Books May Tell of 
History, of Oldest 
Kingdom 


LONDON.— An ancient Sumerian 
library of cuneiform tablets has been • 
found by the simple expedient of 
throwing a brick on a spot on the 
side of a hill under which the li­ 
brary has hidden for centuries. The 
discovery was made by Professor 
Langdon, the American-born Oxford 
Assyriologist, who is directing the 
Weld-Brundell 
expedition 
excava­ 
tions at the huins of the Babylon­ 
ian city of Kish near Bagdad. 
The discovery of the library oc­ 
curred just in time to stop the pre­ 
parations for the suspension of the 
excavating work, for it was the opin­ 
ion of the leaders of the expedition 
that the library had been destroyed 
with other missing sections of the 
city. 
“I was co n g eed ,” said Professor 
Langdon in writing of the discovery, 
“that if still existing a certain li­ 
brary lay on the western side of a j 
certain mound and I dug there vain­ 
ly for weeks. The idea that the li­ 
brary was there disturbed my mind 
and fcven haunted my sleep. In des­ 
pair, and grasping a chance of divin­ 
ation, I went alone to the top of the 
mound and chose a brick of the age 
of Nebuchadnezzar which lay at my 
feet, and marked on it an arrow. 
Then, after blindfolding myself and 
turning round many times to lose 
my bearings, I threw the brick back­ 
ward over my head. 
“The next morning digging, was 
recommended at the place indicated 
by the arrow, and within two hours 
a large nest of valuable literature 
tablets was found.” 
The library Is by far the most im­ 
portant find the expedition has mp.de 
during its ihree years’ work. It is 
expected to yield literary treasures

The death of Gen. Webster Flanagan removes a very 
interesting personality in Texas politics. 
According to the 
Dallas News Flanagan had lived iii Texas for 81 years, the 
date of his arrival thus being in 1843 when Tekas was still 
a republic. 
He was a close friend of Gen. Sam Houston and 
it was Houston who gave him his title of general. 
Flanagan 
had a part in the affairs of the state from the beginning and 
lived to see the wilderness turn into the Empire State of the 
Union. 
Like Houston, Throckmorton and a number of other 
prominent Texans, Flanagan was opposed to secession but 
when the state joined the Confederacy he Joined the Con­ 
federate army. 
However, when the conflict closed he became 
a Republican and was lieutenant governor under the E. J. 
Davis regime. 
He was a candidate for governor in 1890 but 
against Jim Hogg he stood no earthly chance. 
However, his 
party gave him several appointive positions and he always 
had a hand in national conventions. 
Flanagan had witness­ 
ed tile making of the greater portion of the history of the 
nation and his death removes a link that connected the present 
generation with a remote past.

His Holiness is now on his way to 
Pekin, where he hopes to find ref­ 
uge in a large Buddhist monastery 
which sheltered the Dalai Lama who 
fled from LbaSa ten years ago. 
The Lama’s flight was the result 
of his having been subjected to un­ 
becoming 
indignities, 
supposedly 
through jealousy of his exalted po­ 
sition as the ecclesiastical head of 
Thibet. His property and lands are 
said to have been confiscated by or­ 
der of the supreme council at Lhasa, 
which reduced him jto the level of a 
small landholder.

Indians Deny Many 
Charges of Graft

PAWHUSKA, Okla., May 
5— A 
denial of charges of graft and im­ 
position .in connection with 
guar­ 
dianships of the Osage county who 
seek to prevent congress from trans 
ferring guardianship from county 
courts to the Indian bureau. 
The guardianship of the Osages 
is much better than that of whites 
Judge Jesse J. Worten of this city, 
prominent in Indian affairs, said 
recently. 
To 
transfer 
the 
safe­ 
guards of the tribe from the local 
courts to the Washington bureau, 
would be to effect a meterial dam­ 
age to the best interests of the 
Osages he declared. 
Charles B. Wilson, former dis­ 
trict judge, also denounces the plan 
of congress. Wilson maintains that 
the white guardians to the Osages 
create an educational benefit to the 
Indians which they would not de­ 
rive irom the Washington bureau. 
Wilson also charged that Osage 
county would lose much of its wealth 
under the congressional plan. At 
present 
the Osages 
spend their 
money locally. If the Indian bureau 
takes over the affairs, the Indians 
wealth will be placed in govern­ 
ment securities that *vill not be of 
any value to Oklahoma.

NEW YORK, May 6.— Almost fif­ 
ty percent of the $5,093,550 spent by 
the Palestine Foundation Fund in 
rebuilding Palestine as the Jewish 
Homeland wras expended in develop­ 
ing agricultural colonization and in 
establishing a complete system ol 
Jewish schools in the Holy Land, 
according to a report made public 
.here today by Samuel Untermyer, 
president of the American division 
of the fund.' The report covers the 
period from the organization of the 
fund March I, 1921, as the princi 
pal financial instrument for the re­ 
building of the Jewish Homeland, to 
December 31, 1923. 
While the fund is supported b| 
contributions from 
Jew’s 
in 
51 
countries throughout 
the 
wTorld, 
over two-thirds of the money thus 
far has come from American Jew^. 
During 
1924 
an 
effort 
is 
being 
made to raise $5,000,000 for the 
fund in America in order that the 
land can be prepared to absorb al 
least double the number of immi­ 
grants now* entering the country. 
Most of the Jewish immigrants 
now coming into Palestine at the 
rate of about 1,000 monthly, are 
city-bred 
and 
university-trained 
young men and women from Eastern 
and Central Europe. The chief prob­ 
lem of the fund is to convert them 
into hardy pioneers able to with­ 
stand the rigors of rebuilding the 
land ravaged through centuries of 
neglect, the report points out. This 
has 
largely 
been 
accomplished 
through the agricultural coloniza­ 
tion work, which is the basis of the 
program 
for 
the 
development 
of 
the Jewish Homeland. 
The Palestine Foundation Fund 
has established 41 colonies, now lr 
a flourishing condition as a result 
of the pioneering work of these city- 
bred young men and women, oper­ 
ates experiment stations where val­ 
uable work Is carried on looking 
toward the future agricultural de­ 
velopment of Palestine, and carries 
ou irrigation and drainage work to 
make present waste lands available 
for cultivation. The total spent on 
agricultural development was $1,- 
351,759

education,

131 schools including technical and 
trade schools where the young gen* 
eration is given training to aid it 
in developing the resumes of Pal­ 
estine when they are graduated.

climate with only a wind-break for 
protection.” Plums and cherries, yes 
and apples, on every prairie farm, 
is Dr. W heeler’s* aim. 
Experiments W ith Apples. 
Much work has been done with 
plums and -cherries, but with ap­ 
ples there is much to do in Western 
Canada. Jn that climate there is no 
native crab, so Dr. Wheeler began 
with the original apple, the Pyrus 
Bacatta or Siberian crab, which will 
withstand much cold, and he had 
some fifty kinds of apples grafted 
upon this Siberian crab and is sat­ 
isfied that the tops are acclimated 
upon the hardy roots. 
His trees have now come through 
four winters, and he has lost pro­ 
portionately very few. During the 
winter of 1923, which was consider­ 
ed a real test winter not only cold 
but (fry (and a dry winter is re­ 
sponsible for more fatalities among 
trees than a cold one), the trees 
came through very successful!. This 
year his first apples are maturing, 
which include the crabs and the Syl­ 
via, a small sweet apple of excellent 
flavor. In another year he hopes 
to have a number of kinds in bear­ 
ing, for he states If a fruit tree 


can be acclimated, no difficulty is 
expected In its fruiting. 
Dr. W heeler looks* forward con­ 
fidently to the day when every 
farm house will be surrounded by 
its orchard. “Why,” he says, “thir­ 
ty years ago people were Sure that 
apples could never be raised in 
South Dakota, and last year one 
man shipped 40,000 boxes from that 
State.” 
liaises Grapes, Too. 
Dr. W heeler is experimenting, too 
in seeding but that is a long story 
with an uncertain ending. It takes 
thousands of the seedlings to find 
one apple that is worth while, and 
then it is just “a happen so.” 
This spring he planted an acre to 
apple 
seeds, 
eighty-five 
different 
kinds. The seeds were furnished by 
Professor Macour, horticulturist of 
thfe Experimental Farm a t Ottawa. 
Out of all these he may get one or 
more valuable new varlet ie®, and he 
may have his trouble for his pains. 
At present he is planting and g r o w ­ 
ing whatever likely material he may 
obtain, and Is not creating anything 
new. 
Grapes, too, the doctor raises. Th# 
Beta he has found hardy without 
protection at all. He cuts the vines 
in the Fall to about two feet from 
the ground and now they are hang­ 
ing full of half-grown grapes. This 
is the second season the vines have 
borne, and last W inter was a very 
hard one on all such fruits. 
As for small fruits, buffalo ber­ 
ries, high cranberries— both native 
fruits— red 
raspberries,

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Old Boston Street Yields to 
March of Progress; Rich 
In Tradition 


Six-Room Dutch Colonial rn *?: 
; ^ ' 
Designed for a Narrow Lot 


BOSTON, May 6.— Sunlight has 
returned to Governor’s Alley, which 
for 91 years has been known to 
Boston as Province street. The lit­ 
tle, narrow thoroughfare, with its 
15-inch 
sidewalks on either side,] 
runs through a part of the city rich 
in tradition. Crossing from Broni- 
fieid street to School street, parallel 
to Washington and Tremont streets, 
the old roadway may be best re­ 
membered by visitors by the pictur­ 
esque flight of stone steps leading 
down to it from one end of Bos­ 
worth street. 
The street is now being widened 
letting in the sunshine where for so 
many years the shadows have lain 
heavily under the close, high walls. 
Landmarks have gone by the board 
In the work of improvement. A pa­ 
thetic old sign, 
“ Province 
Inn,” 
which once stood for mirth and jo­ 
viality, liqnid and other refreshment 
which clung to a partly dismantled 
wall to the last, was one of the 
landmarks to go. 
Unless efforts being made to save j 
them prove successful, the old stone 
steps, surmounted by their ornamen­ 
tal iron arch and lamp, are doomed | 
to go also. 
The old street for 130 years bore 
the name Governor’s Alloy, up to | 
the time of the change of Province 
Street in 1833. It was then made 
a “ modern street*’ with its 15-inch 
sidewalks and cobblestone paving. 
Originally it was a country lane. 
After the royal governors who came 
from England to rule the colony of ; 
Massachusetts, had descended from 
their carriages at the Province house j 
on what is now Washington street, 
the horses were driven around to 
the stables on “Governor’s Alley.” , 
Now, the slice of land being added 
to the street, is cut from what once 
the governor’s apple orchard. 
On this site the first Catholic 
church to be erected in Boston was 
built in 17S8. Nearby was the Sec­ 
ond Universalist church in 1817, and 
it was there that the renowned Rev. 
Hosea Ballou was 
ordained 
and 
preached. The entrance from Bor- 
worth street was once Montgomery 
Court, named in honor of General 
Montgomery who lost his life when 
he tried to take Quebec. 
It was on Bosworth street that 
Oliver Wendell Holmes lived when 
he 
wrote “ The Autocrat 
of 
the 
Breakfast Table.” Bosworth street, 
itself, up to IOO years ago. had 
been occupied by the gardens of 
fashionable mansions 
in Tremont 
and Bromfield streets. 
Increasing congestion 
in 
traffic 
conditons in the narrow thorough­ 
fares of older Boston has resulted 
in the widening operations now in 
progress.
